THREE BOYS REMANDED 
(BEFORE MR. G. P. CUSSEN.) 


Charles Norton (16), Dollymount avenue; 
Terence O’Sullivan (17), Clonliffe road, and 
James Byrne (22), Charlemont Mall, were 
remanded in custody until Saturday on a 
charge of conspiracy, house-breaking, illegal 
possession, and causing malicious damage to 
the cycle shop, 61 Amiens street, the property 
of Norton’s father. They were also charged 
with stealing £11 and a cycle lamp. 

George Norton, father of the defendant, 
Charles Norton, said that he left the shop at 
8.15 p.m. on 30th January, and it was then 
ia proper order. About midnight, when he 
was in bed, his son Charles came to his 
room and said that the shop had been broken 
into, and that the police were down stairs. 
He went to the shop with the police and his 
son, and found that envelopes which had 
contained money were empty and scattered 
about, and £2 had been taken from the cash 
register. In all about £12 and a lamp value 
2s. 6d. were taken. 

Guard Dempsey said that while on duty at 
North Strand on the night of 30th January 
the accused youth, Norton, came to him and 
said that while passing his father’s shop he 
had seen a man coming out. Witness went 
to the shop with Charles Norton and found 
it had been broken into. 

Charles Norton said that it was he who 
suggested that, the shop should be broken 
into. He owned a motor bicycle, and had 
intended to tax and: insure it with the money 
taken, as his father would not give him any 
money to do so. The amount taken was £7, 
and he had returned £2 to his father and spent 
between £2 10s. and £3 on parts for the 
bicycle. He had now handed the machine to 
his father to make up for portion of the 
money taken. 

Mr. Cussen said that it was obvious that 
the youngest of the three accused youths, 
Norton, was the ringleader and had led the 
other two into serious trouble. 

Norton’s father said that when he spoke to 
his son about the matter he made no attempt 
to conceal it, but went to the police and 
made a voluntary statement.

DIVERGENT VIEWS IN 
CUSTOMS CASE 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


Mrs. Fanny Jacobson, 25 Rathgar road, 
and her daughter, Hilda Jacobson, were sum- 
moned for being concerned in an attempt to 
evade the payment of Customs duty on 
twelve gold finger rings at Dun Laoghaire on 
the 5th March, 1936. 

Mr. J. A. Geary (Chief State Solicitor’s 
Department) prosecuted, and Mr. Herman 
Good, solicitor, anpeared for the defence. 

J Gore, preventive officer, Dun Laoghaire 
Pier, said that Mrs. Jacobson and Miss 
Jacobson presented their Juggage for exami- 
nation, saying that they had nothing liable 
for duty. On finishing the examination of 
Miss Jacobson’s case, however, he asked her 
to open her handbag. He saw a blue docu- 
ment inside, and asked her if it was a pri- 
vate document or an invoice. She said it 
was an invoice which had got into-her bag 
by mistake. On reading it witness saw that 
it related to twelve platinum-gold wedding 
rirgs. On being further questioned, Miss 
Jacobson said that it related to rings which 
had been purchased while she was away, and 
that the rings were being sent on to Dublin 
by post 
“Witness then asked Mrs. Jacobson to open 
her handbag, and at the bottom of it he saw 
a small package wrapped in white paper. 
Mrs. Jacobson then made an attempt to put 
it down her bosom, whereupon witness told 
her that he would have her searched by a 
lady-searcher if she did so. The invoice 
showed the value of the rings to be £10 6s. 
The rings were then thrown on the table in 
front of witness. 

In reply to Mr. Good, witness said that 
rings unset and exceeding nine carat gold 
were dutiable. 

Mr, Good then produced a ring which he 
said was 18 carat gold and unset. Witness 
said that it was dutiable, but Mr. Good said 
that it was not dutiable, because it had a 
platinum lining. | 

Mr. Little—But if it is unset it is duti- 
able? 

Mr. Good—The Revenue Commissioners 
themselves have held that it is not. 

Mr. Little—I don’t care what the Revenue 
Commissioners hold. I am here to hold what 
the section of the Finance Act means. I am 
not dependent on the Revenue Commissioners 
for instructions about statutes. 

Mr. Good said that he had produced the 
ring merely to show that only an expert 
could say whether a particular ring was 
dutiable or not. The defendant was charged 
with knowingly and fraudulently bringing 
rings which were dutiable into the country. 

In reply to Mr. Good, witness denied that 
Mrs. Jacobson said that the rings were fancy 
rings and not liable to duty. 

J. Supple, Chief Preventive Officer at Dun 
Laoghaire, gave corroborative evidence and 
said that Mr. Gore had told him about Mrs. 
Jacobson’s effort to conceal the packet of 
rings in her bosom. 

Noel Jacobson said he carried on the 
jewellery business of Messrs. Jameson, Henry 
street, with his father. He had had a num- 
ber of conversations with the Revenue Com- 
missioners as to the interpretation of the 
section of the Act, and as a result there were 
certain classes of gold rings whica were ad- 
mitted free of duty. He produced a case of 
18 and 22 carat gold rings which, he said, had 
been admitted free of duty and were still 
being admitted free. He also produced cor- 
respondence dealing with the refund of duty 
which had been incorrectly charged on a 
gold ring of this type. 

The further hearing of the case was 
adjourned until this morning.

SUGGESTION MADE AT 
RATHDOWN BOABD 


“There is no Christianity in this country,
